Photographer Ralph Crane, who 
with Kauffman covered the Olym- 
pic games in Helsinki (Lire, March 
3, 1952 et. seq.), obtained some 
startling proof of this last week. 
After the Olympics, Crane barely 
caught a connecting flight out of 
Copenhagen at the last minute. He 
ran up the gangway shouting to the 
steward, “Okay for Berlin?” The 
steward replied, “Okay.” When the 
plane landed in Berlin, Crane was 
astounded to find himself in the 
Soviet Zone. He found that he had 
been booked erroneously on the 
Czechoslovak Airlines. After a day 
of grilling by suspicious Commu- 
nists, Crane was permitted to go to 
West Berlin, thinking he had seen 
the last of Czech air transportation. 

On March 23, however, a Czechoslovakian pilot flew to 
freedom in the West with a load of 25 passengers. Crane 
went to Frankfurt to take pictures (pp. 32-34) of the pilot, 
crew and passengers, discovering that the pilot, Miroslav 
Slovak, was the same man who had set him down in the 
Soviet Zone on the ill-arranged flight from Copenhagen.

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EDITORIAL 


THE CHURCHES OF AMERICA 


A GENERATION OF CRISIS HAS BROUGHT THEM NOT ONLY MORE MEMBERS BUT A STRONGER FAITH 


Twelve days after his inauguration, the Pres- 
ident of the U.S. first joined a church. Aged 
62, he was both baptized and confirmed on 
Feb. 1 in the National Presbyterian Church 
of Washington; Rey. E. L. R. Elson, minis- 
ter. Though a devout man all his life, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had previously been con- 
tent with nondenominational Army services; 
he had never “staked down his faith.” 

Assured by the Rev. Elson that Ike is “a 
man of simple faith, who is sincere in his 
religious doctrine,” the public is unlikely to 
pry further. Our etiquette says a man’s re- 
ligion. is his own business, Yet surely the 
matter is of public interest, and not only 
because everything about a president is. Our 
churches, too, have a much-argued role in 
American political life. 

In this sensitive area, a clumsy congress- 
man named Velde has scowled at the loyalty 
of clergymen. The loudest reactions came 
not from clergymen or other Christians, but 
from liberal worshipers of that “Wall of 
Separation” that is mistakenly supposed to 
disconnect church and state. 

“Wall of Separation?” American democ- 
racy was created by European refugees in 
quest of free worship and a New Jerusalem. 
Their quest gradually discovered its best 
chance of success under a secular form of 
government. But to conclude that democrat- 
ic government is therefore neutral or indif- 
ferent toward religion is to miss the main 
point of the American experiment. 

This point is that the political self-gov- 
ernment of all depends on the moral self- 
government of each. Only if the universe is 
moral, and so understood by its inhabitants, 
is self-government likely to succeed. “You 
can’t explain free government in any other 
terms than religious,” said Eisenhower dur- 
ing last year’s campaign. 

e 

In this great experiment of freedom, the 
role of our churches is large but ill-defined. 
It is somewhat analogous to their role in 
belief. Perhaps they are an unnecessary in- 
trusion in both spheres. “God hates religion! 
He wants faith!” This ery from an evangelist 
(reported by H. W. Schneider in his Reli- 
gion in 20th Century America) has echoes 
throughout Christian history. The truth- 
intoxicated modern mystic, Simone Weil, 
conscientiously concluded that “God does 
not want me in the Church.” Whitehead’s 
very definition of religion—‘‘what the indi- 
vidual does with his own solitariness”’— 
would reduce churches to mere social cen- 
ters—if it were an adequate definition. But 
of course it ignores the fact that a religion 
may be not only subjectively absorbing, but 
objectively true. 

A Christian church is, or should be, a 
standing witness to the objective truth of 
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. source. Commonsense 


the Gospels. And the health of the American 
churches should therefore roughly measure 
the important question whether Americans 
can still be called a Christian people or not. 

If this health be measured in numbers, 
America’s fe was never more secure. 
Growing steadily throughout the 19th Cen- 
tury, American church membership by 1900 
had embraced about one third of the popula- 
tion; today it includes well over half. Why 
then do we keep calling ourselves “irreli- 
gious,” and even sorrowfully agree (some of 
us) when Arnold Toynbee, in his new book, 
calls ours the “post-Christian” era? Perhaps 
a better guide than Toynbee is Professor 
Kenneth Latourette, who believes that the 
Christian church is in its youth. 

Since the church got well established (by 
about 500 A.D.), Latourette finds seven 
main “pulsations” in its history, of which 
four were periods of retreat or crisis, includ- 
ing the period since 1914. But this period 
bears many signs that another advance is in 
the making. One is that although Christians 
area minority in most countries outside Eu- 
rope and the Americas, their churches con- 
stitute what has been called “the only un- 
broken fellowship left in the world.” Return- 
ing from a worldwide visitation of churches, 
the president of the Union Theological Sem- 
inary, H. P. Van Dusen, last month said, 
It may be that history’s most important 
verdict upon these troubled times . . . will 
be: Christianity held the world together.” 

. 

As always, the weakness of the Christian 
church is that of the human beings who are 
its members and leaders. In our generation 
these weaknesses have been evident indeed. 
It has been a “sifting time,” especially for 
American Protestantism, which has rocked 
to every external wind of doctrine that blew. 
Some Protestant leaders went enthusiasti- 
cally “modernist.” preaching up-to-date ser- 
mons like Lyman Abbot’s “the place of 
Christ in evolution.” Some embraced the 
social gospel, or “bourgeois socialism,” and 
joined the picket lines. Church scholars set 
about destroying the Bible as an authority, 
while Bible classes rediscovered it as a basic 
eralism and judg- 
ment-day prophecy shouted at each other. 
Parishes grew bigger and fewer, preaching 
got both better and worse. Some ministers 
meekly yielded their soul-saving function to 
the psychiatrists, only to take it up again 
now that the psychiatrists mumble for help. 

In theology, American Protestantism has 
welcomed and absorbed every 20th Century 
trend from the neo-empiricism of Harnack 
to the “systematic lamentations” of neo- 
orthodoxy; it is now, believes Professor 
Schneider, developing a “realistic” theology 
of its own. It watched and suffered from the 


pathetic collapse of liberal optimism in this 
age of mass murder; it rediscovered that 
human optimism and Christian faith are 
two different things. This great sifting time 
has had two main results. It turned the 
U.S. into what Schneider calls of the 
world’s great religious breeding grounds.” 
And it taught the churches simply this: that 
within Christianity, all this time and still, 
lay man’s only real salvation. 
. 

Churchmen think of their public problem 
today as one of regaining authority without 
authoritarianism; of rivaling the influence 
of governments without joining hands with 
government. Is there another part of our 
Western culture that is better prepared to 
win that moral authority than our churches? 
Willingly or perforce, but thoroughly, they 
have subjected their truth to all the tests of 
these times, and kept it. 

The challenge of Communism has deep- 
ened and strengthened our churches. And 
the challenge of secularism has smartened 
their tactics; no longer combating it head- 
on, they now aim to infiltrate the whole of 
secular life. This infiltration ranges from ar- 
chitecture to economic theory, and includes 
much legislative lobbying. The churches may 
even regain their old hold on our ethical be- 
havior when they are better agreed on what 
ethical behavior should be. 

At any rate, our Protestant churches have 
stopped regretting the “Eden of infallibil- 
ity” in which they once lived, or envying 
the so-called “Age of Faith” before the Rel- 
ormation when all Western civilization was 
supposedly united in belief. As Edith Hamil- 
ton puts it, that was not an Age of Faith but 
an age of certainty, enforced by fear. If the 
churches win us to the knowledge and love 
of God, the voluntary nature of the achiey 
ment will make ours an Age of Faith indeed. 

How many Christians does it take to make 
an Age of Faith, or even a Christian Society? 
That depends on how and what they really 
believe. Between belief in religion and r 
gious belief is a great gulf. Those who, in- 
different to truth, applaud the churches for 
their undoubted utility in the cold war, or 
for social stability, or even as guardians of 
our political freedom, are not the churches’ 
true friends. 

The churches exist for one thing only; 
they have the ultimate evidence that each 
man’s life and human ory are alike 
meaningful. This evidence is the life, death 
and resurrection of the Son of God. At East- 
er church members review this evidence, 
and discover anew the deep, tragic, hopeful 
and eternal meaning of life. Others who 
sense that meaning, but are dissatisfied with 
their reasons, might well follow their Presi- 
dent’s example, and join a church.

POLISH AIRMAN WRITES EXCLUSIVE ACCOUNT FOR ‘LIFE’ OF HIS 


by FRANCISZEK JARECKI 


Recently a young Pole flew a Russian-built jet 
onto Danish territory, thereby giving the West 
its first opportunity to examine a MiG 15 in 
flying order. Here is his personal story of that 
exploit, as told through an interpreter. 


BOVE the entrance to regimental head- 
quarters at Warszawa-Kola airfield there 

used to hang a sign which read: PILOT OFFICERS! 
YOU ARE URGED TO FOLLOW THE EXAMPLE OF 
LIEUTENANT JARECKI IN CARRYING OUT YOUR 
ponies. That was last year, after I had graduat- 
ed from the Polish air force college in Deblin 
as top man in my class. 

My reasons for hating the Russians are not 
unusual in Poland. One January morning in 
1940, when I was 9 years old, I was awakened 
by loud knocks on the door of my uncle’s cot- 
tage in a village near Stanislav. This was dur- 
ing the first year of World War II, when Nazi 
Germany and Soviet Russia divided Poland 
between themselves, and my mother had taken 
me to live with my uncle because food was 
supposed to be more plentiful there. 

T remember being marched through a snow- 
storm to the nearest railway station, six miles 
away, and then sitting in a cattle car of a Rus- 
sian train for three days and nights without 
food, water or heat. Many died. I was luck 
only fainted. After satisfying a Russian lieu- 
tenant that my parents were not kulaks, I was 
permitted to return to Stanislav. 

T had determined to get out of Poland | 
before I was able to fly a MiG, be 
under Communism sickened me. Nobody 5 
me to escape. Since I got out of Poland I have 
heard that a good deal of money was supposed 
to be available to “get a MiG for the West,” 
but that has nothing to do with my escape. For 
years, even after I joined the air force, I didn't 
have a single real friend. I didn’t want the 
kind of friend who would be spying on me, as I 
myself had been asked to spy on others. 


A political question 


Thad always wanted to be a pilot and so I 
became one of 8,000 candidates for the 150 
vacancies in the air force college. The final 
qualifying examination at Deblin was mostly 
political; the big hurdle was a question on the 
political and social role of the Communist par- 

{y answer was perfect, because I had mem- 
a long passage on that subject in a 
standard textbook. 

I entered Deblin in October 1950. When I 
graduated on April 6, 1952, I was given a radio 
set as a present from General Ivan Turkiel, the 
Russian commanding officer of the Polish air 
force. The radio came in handy later for listen- 
ing to the BBC, Radio Free Europe and the 
Voice of America. 

At Warszawa-Kola I was asked to join the 
Communist party. I had no alternative. I even 
agreed to become the security officer for my 
unit—in other words, a political spy. But I 
managed to avoid taking that duty seriously. 

Last September I was transferred to the 10th 
Fighter Regiment based at Stolp, which is only 
a few minutes’ flying time from Denmark. Now 


Icould start planning my escape. Denmark did 
not appear on the operational maps given to 
us but we had been told that the Danish island 
of Bornholm was the site of a big American air 
base. If I could get to Bornholm, I thought, 
American jets would guide me in, 

Toward the end of November I bought a 
pocket diary for 1953, Every time I took it out 
of my pocket it fell open to the same date, 
March 5. I had been thinking of escape for 80 
long that after this happened a,few times that 
date became a fixation with me. I convinced 
elf that on that day I would either escape 
or be killed trying. 


‘To March Sth!’ 


I brooded about it so much that at lunch, 
about six weeks ago, in a restaurant with a 
few other officers, I impetuously raised my 
glass of vodka and gave the toast, To March 
5th!” Luckily no one got suspicious. 

On Jan. 20 we got a shipment of 10 new 
fighters. They were an improved model of the 
MiG 15. I was told confidentially by the base 
commander, a Russian colonel named Babu- 
now, that we were very lucky to have these 
planes. Only 15 had been sent to Poland and 
none to any other Communist countries out- 
side Russia. Four of them were withheld from 
training missions and put on 24-hour alert to 
el an attack from the West or to carry out 
“Operation Krest” (“cross” in Russian)—to 
me an ominous code name, because it meant 
pursue and shoot down someone trying to 
escape. 

On March 4 I heard the radio announce: 
ment that Stalin was seriously ill. I think 
Stalin’s illness helped me. When I dropped 
into operations headquarters the afternoon of 
the fourth, the operations officer was out, 
probably being briefed on the crisis, and he 
had apparently rushed out so fast that he had 
left the map cupboard unlocked. I stole one 
that showed Bornholm, 

At 6 o'clock that evening we were briefed. 
Our mission the next day was to fly along the 
Baltic coast as far as Stettin and return. We 
would pass directly over the town I had pin- 
pointed as the best spot to make a break, Kol- 
berg, about 60 miles south of Bornholm. I 
could eat little of my dinner that night, and I 
was only able to get to sleep for a few hours. 

There were four planes in our flight. We 
were to fly in groups of two. I was the leader, 
so I could fix the order. I directed my partner 
to fly ahead of me at 18,000 feet. I planned to 
fly at the same altitude and then make a clean 
dive all the way to Bornholm. 

We taxied out to the end of the runway. I 
switched on the radio and said, in a voice I 
tried to keep casual, “This is 731 calling to 
take off. Listopad, Listopad, may I take off?” 
(Listopad was the code name for the control 
tower at Stolp.) The answer came back, “731, 
731, you may take off.” 

My heart was pounding and my hands actu- 
ally trembled as I gunned the MiG into the air. 
It was 10 minutes past 9. 

We soon ran into a mist. But after five min- 
utes the mist cleared and I could see Kolberg 
plainly. The time had come.

Polio vaccine makes good 


A new polio vaccine has been developed at the University of Pitts: 
burgh Virus Laboratory with March of Dimes funds, In 90 test cases it 
has built up strong immunity to all three forms of polio. Unlike gam- 
ma globulin (L1re, Nov. 3), which gives only spotty and temporary 
immunity, the new vaccine, made from the polio virus itself and pro- 
ducible in large quantities, may have a lasting effect. The active virus 
is killed by formaldehyde, as in the Johns Hopkins vaccines (Lire, 
27), but then it is mixed with mineral oil for injection. The dead 
virus builds up protective antibodies in the human system without 
bringing on the disease. Because great care must be taken to insure that 
the virus is absolutely dead and because results must be exhaustively 
tested, the new vaccine will not be available for at least a year.

Pilgrims of Indian sect anoint ancient statue 


Last month, 99,960,688 years after the start of the present Jain era, 
some 300,000 pilgrims from all the provinces of India poured in on 
the little Mysore town of Sravana Belgola. It was time again for 
mahamastakabhisheka, the festive anointing of the great statue of Go- 
mateswara atop a 470-foot holy hill (opposite page). The ceremony of 
the Jains, an off-branch of Hinduism, is obeisance to the ancient god 
who, according to legend, found salvation almost 100 million years 
ago by renouncing force, eating only vegetables and giving up even his 
clothes to become a sanyasi nirvani, a penitent perfectionist. In keep- 
ing with tradition, Jain priests poured over the statute 15 different oils 
and offerings from mashed bananas to ghee, poppy seeds and silver 
coins. In keeping with modern needs, the government of India strung 
long ribbons of electric bulbs to light the way to the age-old rites.

If boiled quickly in very hot water, the albumen becomes firmly set 
before the temperature of the interior of the egg is raised, making yolk 
softer than the white and the white tough. To prevent a cracked egg from 
breaking when boiling, add a few drops of vinegar or lemon juice to the 
water. To remove shells smoothly, plunge eggs into cold water as soon as 
they are hard-cooked. 


How to Pou Sygo 


1. Poach eggs in hot milk, hot consomme, hot tomato soup instead of water 
and they taste better. To poach eggs in ball shape (French method) stir the

2. Place eggs in hoiling water. Be sure water completely covers them. Cover 
pot and simmer 3-5 minutes. 


Hou to Steamble $y 


Melt butter or bacon grease in skillet. Break eggs into bowl, add a little milk, 
salt and pepper to taste, and stir lightly. For variety, flavor with curry 
powder, chopped chives, oregano, parsley or marjoram, Preheat pan over 
low flame. Add eggs. Stir them gently over least possible heat. Remove pan 
from heat before eggs are quite firm. The heat left in pan and in eggs will 
finish the cooking, keep eggs from becoming hard and tough. If meal might 
be delayed, scramble eggs in double boiler where they keep hot and moist.

DOCTORED DOLLARS 


Who said (sob!) it does not pay to advertise? 


When one of Al Capp’s characters suggested that the government 
raise additional revenue by renting advertising space on its money, the 
scheme got nowhere in the Li'l Abner comic strip. But the same idea 
was adapted to real life by an Indianapolis meat packer named George 
Stark, who got into a lot of trouble with it. 

One of the few Americans who do not read Li'l Abner, Stark de- 
ded to turn loose 80,000 silver dollars announeing the 17th anni- 
versary of his Stark & Wetzel packing company. He ordered a sup- 
ply from Chicago on which he paid $240 freight charges and hired 15 
girls to glue on stickers. On two consecuti Stark & Wetzel’s 
800 employes took home their pay in anniversary dollars which they 
spread through Indianapolis stores, movies, restaurants and saloons. 

At this propitious point, the Secret Service informed Stark of a 
law which impos facing a U.S. coin with advertising—up 
to $500 for each coin. Faced with a possible $40 million fine, Stark 
apologized and offered to buy back his illegal dollars. The government 
agreed and Stark is calling in his coins. With eight office workers as- be 
signed to de-decorate dollars, the meat packer has another $73,000 still 
to find, Bu.George Stark and his little business are now big in Indiana.

The Shrineof St Ursula 


For more than 400 years the small gilded shrine above has 
helped to preserve one of the great legends of Christendom, 
the martyrdom of St. Ursula and her 11,000 virgins. Carved 
from wood in the shape of a Gothic chapel measuring three 
feet long and almost as high, the shrine was created to house 
relics of the saint and her youthful companions who were 
slain by the Huns in the 5th Century. But the legend of St. 
Ursula lives far more vividly in the jewellike paintings which 
adorn the sides of the chapel and which set forth the events 
of her martyrdom like scenes in a medieval miracle play.

The paintings, which are reproduced on the following five 
ages, are by Hans Memling, a German-born artist of the 15th 
Century who spent most of his life in the prosperous Flemish 
town of Bruges. Memling painted the shrine in 1489 for the 
local Hospital of St. John and so famous did it become that 
on several occasions wealthy collectors offered a shrine of 
solid silver in exchange for Memling’s work. But the hos- 
pital held on to the reliquary and today, though the saintly 
relics it housed have long since vanished, the tiny shrine is 
still one of the great treasures of Bruges and of Western art.

IN December 1, 1934 a young Communist, Leonid Nikolayev, 
entered the Smolny building in Leningrad and shot a promi- 
nent member of the Politburo, S. M. Kirov, the head of the Leningrad 
Region. The assassin was seized at the scene of the crime. Immedi- 
ately a special commission, with Stalin at its head, left Moscow for 
Leningrad. 
The first official announ 


nent attributed the murder of Kirov to 
Russian White Guard te who allegedly stole into the Soviet 
Union from Finland, Latvia and Poland. Several days later the Soviet 
newspapers announced that the NKVD had seized and executed 104 
terrorists—White Guardists. However, on the sixteenth day after the 
murder, this whole version was suddenly thrown overboard. An en- 
tirely new version placed the responsibility for the murder of Kirov 
‘on two prominent Bolsheviks who were in opposition to the Stalin 
government. The Soviet newspapers opened a fierce attack against 
these leaders, Zinoviev and Kamenev. They and many other former 
Oppositionists were arrested. 

On December 28 an official indictment against Nikolayev and 13 
other persons was published, charging them with being his accom- 
plices, and the next day the Soviet newspapers announced that all 14 
defendants had been sentenced to death in a closed trial and that they 
had been executed. Neither Zinoviev nor Kamenev was mentioned 
in connection with the murder of Kirov. 

I was not in the Soviet Union at that time, and my only source of 
information was the official announcements. I heeame skeptical of the 
first version as soon as | read that 104 White Guard terrorists had 
been executed. As a former chief of the frontier troops of the Trans- 
caucasus, I knew that terrorists do not cross heavily guarded fron- 
tiers in droves. The second yersion—about the complicity of Zinoviev 
and Kamenev—was too absurd for me to believe. But what surprised 
me more than anything else was that as soon as Stalin received the 
news of Kiroy’s assassination he dared to set off for Leningrad 
me, who knew what fantastic measures he employed to secure his 
safety, his departure for Leningrad at such a turbulent time seemed 
simply incomprehensible. 

My suspicion about the Kirov case was heightened as soon as I 
returned to the Soviet Union, I learned that the former Leningrad 
NKVD chief and his deputy were not in prison for having allowed 
Kirov to be assassinated. Instead, by order of Stalin, they were ap- 
pointed to leading posts in one of the richest goldfields in Siberia. 

In Moscow I learned more: 

In the spring and summer of 1934 a number of conflicts between 


Kirov and other members of the Politburo had occurred over contra- 
dictory directives concerning industrial construction in the Lenin- 
grad Region. The cause of one such conflict was that Kirov had requi- 
rt of the food supplies earmarked as reserves for the 
trict and turned them over to the factory work- 
ilov, the People’s Commissar for Defense. was angered by 
tion and accused him of ex eding his authority. 

Kirov explained that he had to do it because the food supplies of 
the workers were depleted. But Voroshiloy remarked maliciously that 
Kirov’s action was “a cheap way of secking personal popularity.” 
Kiroy flared up and with the vehemence so characteristic of him said, 
“Tf the Politburo wants the workers to produce, it is necessary to 
feed them!” 

“And wh should the Leningrad workers eat better than the other 
asked Stalin. Kirov lost his self-control and said heated- 
high time to abolish rationing and begin to feed

our workers!” 

Such an outburst constituted a disloyal act toward Stalin person- 
ally. With the passing of time the relations between Kirov and the 
members of the Politburo grew very strained, and his trips to Moscow 
became less frequent. What really worried Stalin was Kirov's con- 
stantly growing popularity which became even more apparent at the 
17th Party Congress in 1934. At these Party congresses everything is 
foreseen and prearranged, even to the enthusiasm which the delegates 
must display toward their leaders. The delegates knew that each mem- 
ber of the Politburo is entitled to two minutes of applause and that 
for Stalin they must applaud a full ten minutes. But when Kirov ap- 
peared in the presidium the Leningrad delegation greeted him with 
such an outburst of genuine enthusiasm that it carried away the 
whole congres 


excessive independence which Kirov displayed in 
or, Stalin decided to recall Kirov from Leningrad. But Kirov 
was in no hurry to go. 

To resolve this difficult situation, Stalin conceived a diabolical 
plan. He decided to organize the assassination of Kirov and to lay 
that crime at the door of Zinoviev and Kamenev, former leaders of the 
Opposition and, thus, with one blow do away with Lenin’s closest 
comrades. 

Stalin had to resort to the help of Yagoda, then head of the NKVD. 
Yagoda immediately summoned his protégé, Vania Zaporozhets, from 
the NKVD office in Leningrad. 

At that time in the files 0 of the Leningrad office of the NKVD was a

Kirov was an underground worker before the Revolution, 
later helped smash Trotsky opposition, became Chief of 
the Leningrad Region, a Politburo member, and Party 
Secretary, the post Stalin held before taking over. Ya- 
goda began life as a pharmacist, joined the secret police 
in 1919, headed it in 1934, For years he was the most

secret report about a young Communist by the 
name of Leonid Nikolay » was so angered by 
his expulsion from the Party that he expressed to 
one of his friends an intention to assassinate the 
member of the Control Commission who had ex- 
pelled him.

Nikolayey jumped at the ide: 
seemed to be the lack of a pi

him too. 

At last the decisive day came. Taking his brief- 
case, Nikolayev went to the Smolny. At the com- 
mandant’s office he received a pass. But one of the 
guards called him back and demanded to see the 
contents of the briefcase. In it were the loaded 
pistol and a diary. Nikolayev was immediately de- 
tained and taken to the commandant’s office. For 
carrying a weapon without a permit the penalty 
was three years. But if the officials happened to 
look into the diary, then the real motive of 
layev’s visit would be revealed. An hour passed. 
‘Then something incredible happened: Nikolayev 
was given back his pistol and diary and told to 
leave the building. 

This was a grave failure for Zaporozhets. When 
he was informed that the commandant's office was 
holding Nikolayev, he ordered him set free and 
the pistol, diary and briefcase returned to him in 
the hope that Nikolayev might be persuaded to go 
to the Smolny for a second time. 

In about ten days Nikolayev began to talk about 
making a new attempt. His former determination 
returned. The “friend.” acting on Zaporozhets’ 
instructions, advised Nikolayev this time to go to 
the Smolny in the evening.

layev went once more to the Smolny, again earry- 
ing his briefcase with the diary and the pistol. This 
time Zaporozhets had foreseen everything, Niko- 
layev again received a pass and wentsafely through 
the first post of the guards. For some time he 
wandered through the corridors until he reached 
the part of the building occupied by Kirov. At the 
entrance into the corridor which led to Kirov’s 
secretariat, the usual guards were absent. Nobody 
was there except a middle-aged man by the name 
of Borisov who was preparing a tray with tea and 
sandwiches which he soon carried in to Kirov. 
Nikolayev waited patiently, Some time later Kirov 
came out of the conference room, closing the door 
behind him, 

At that moment a shot was heard. The partici- 
pants of the meeting rushed to the door and 
opened it with some difficulty. Against it were 
propped the feet of Kirov, who lay on the floor in 
a pool of blood. Kirov was killed outright. Close 
by him lay Nikolayev, who had fainted. Near by 
were Nikolayev’s pistol and briefcase. Not a soul 
was in the corridor. Almost immediately officers of 
the NKVD appeared and arrested Nikolayev. 


Nikolayev balks 


TALIN and Yagoda left for Leningrad. Zaporo- 
zhets knew that Stalin undoubtedly would wish 
to see Nikolayev in order to determine whether he 
was suitable for a public trial. What a triumph 
this would be for Zaporozhets if he could quickl: 
obtain from Nikolayev the needed evidence and, 
when Stalin arrived, lay before him testimony in 
which Nikolayev “openheartedly” confessed that 
he assassinated Kiroy on direct instructions from 
Zinoviev and Kamenev. Zaporozhets decided to 
disregard the unpleasant fact that he had already 
met Nikolayev. He ordered Nikolayev brought to 
him. But as soon as Nikolayev entered the room, 
he recognized Zaporozhets. I do not know the de- 
tails of the stormy conversation that took place 
between the two, but I know that neither by prom- 
ises nor by threats was Zaporozhets able to force 
Nikolayey to give false testimony against Zinoviev 
and Kameney, 

‘The arrival of Stalin in Leningrad was a great 
event. A whole floor of the Smolny building was 
reserved for him. Stalin was closeted with Zaporo- 
zhets for more than an hour. After that he ordered 
Nikolayev brought in. Nikolayey entered. Stalin 
beckoned him to come nearer to his desk and said 
in an almost affectionate voice, “Why did you kill 
such a nice man?” If these words had not been 
repeated to me by a person present at that scene, I 
would never have believed that Stalin had used 
them—so little did they resemble Stalin’s style.

Ever dream that you could have as light a color as 
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“T did not fire at him, I fired at the Party!” answered Nikolayev 
firmly. 

“And where did you get the revolver?” asked Stalin. 

“Why do you ask me? Ask Zaporozhets!” 

Stalin’s face turned green with anger. “Take him away he 
shouted. As soon as the door was closed, he leaped to his feet, 
hurled the loose file on Nikolayev into Yagoda’s face and snarled 
“Bungler!” 

After that it was impossible to try Nikolayev in open court. 
Even if one could wrest a promise from Nikolayev to testify in 
court he could not be relied on. Stalin was therefore forced to hide 
the whole affair behind the closed doors of a secret trial. 

The body of Kirov was brought to Moscow in Stalin’s train. 
According to the Soviet newspapers, Stalin visited the bier and 
was so overcome by a surge of love toward his deceased friend 
that he rushed forward and kissed him. As a former ecclesiastical 
student Stalin must have recalled at that moment the legend of 
the kiss of Judas Iscariot. 

After he had executed the murderer of Kirov and secretly liq- 
uidated the witnesses who knew about the part played by the 
NKVD, Stalin became bold again and ordered the Kiroy murder 
to be charged to Zinoviev, Kamenev and other former leaders of 
the Opposition, But at a secret trial which took place on January 
15, 1935 the state prosecutor was unable to produce any proof 
that Zinoviev and Kamenev had anything to do with the murder. 
Nevertheless, under the pressure of threats and relentless bar- 
gaining by Yagoda, Zinoviev and Kamenev agreed to take upon 
themselves “the political and moral responsibility” for the mur- 
der, denying any actual complicity in it. On this shaky foundation 
was based the verdict of the court. Zinoviev was sentenced to 10 
and Kameney to five years in prison. 

This was the first of a whole series of judicial trials which re- 
sulted in the execution of almost all the founders of the Bolshevist 
party. The assassination of Kirov figured at each one and each 
time was laid to a different group of defendants. 


Jail is not enough 


RITICS of the Moscow trials were inclined to explain Stalin’s 

action by his implacable desire to revenge himself on the old 
Bolsheviks for their opposition to his policies and for their in- 
sistence that Lenin’s Testament, which recommended the dismis- 
sal of Stalin from the post of General Secretary of the Party, be 
carried out, However, it would be one-sided to explain Stalin’s 
action by revenge alone. Stalin was first of all a realistic politician, 
guided in his acts chiefly by cold reason, He was satisfied with 
exiling the former leaders of the Opposition to Siberia and throw- 
ing them into prison only so long as he was busy with the consol- 
idation of his power. When that aim had been achieved, he felt 
strong enough to murder them with impunity. 

The timing of the start of this blood bath was important. He 
chose the year 1934 with good reason. In that year the country 
had just begun to emerge from a terrible famine into which it had 
been plunged by his adventurous policies in the field of collectivi- 
zation of agriculture. Those were the days when Stalin felt the 
ground trembling under his feet, when he determined to do away 
with his rivals for good if he could get out of the crisis alive. 

Zinoviev and Kameney had temporarily appeased Stalin when on 
his promise not to persecute them further they consented to take 
upon themselves “the political and moral responsibility” for the 
death of Kirov. But to be able to execute them and the other old 
Bolsheviks, Stalin needed their public “confession” that they had 
actually organized the assassination of Kiroy and that they intend- 
ed to murder him as well. In order to force Zinoviev and Kamenev 
to give such grave testimony against themselves at a public trial 
new inquisitorial means, much more subtle and effective, were 
needed. It was necessary to find in the nervous systems of Stalin’s 
captives the tenderest and most sensitive spot and apply to it the 
instruments of torture. Such a sensitive spot was found: the love 
of the old Bolsheviks for their children and grandchildren. 

On April 8, 1935 the Soviet government published a law which 
decreed that children from the age of 12 and older, guilty of thefts 
and various other crimes, would be subject to punishment up to 
the death penalty on the same basis as adults. It became clear to 
the arrested Bolsheviks that they had underestimated Stalin and 
that their children and grandchildren were in mortal danger. 

To the world at large the most confusing aspect of the Moscow 
trials was that the defendants, in one voice, admitted their guilt 
in court. The strange behavior of these men gave rise to various 
conjectures: that the defendants had given their testimony under 
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the influence of hypnosis, that they had been subjected to torture, 
that they were given special drugs which weaken the will. 

Stalin, no doubt, understood that the world would not believe 
the empty assurances of the prosecutor that the founders of the 
Bolshevik party had sold themselves to Hitler and the Mikado. 
However, at the three Moscow trials the state prosecutor was un- 
able to produce a single material proof of the defendants’ guilt 
not a conspiratorial letter, not a document relating to espion 
and not even a single political proclamation or leaflet. What was 
it then that made them confess to 
crimes which, according to the So- 
viet laws, are punishable by death? 
Judging by their behavior, one might 
think that every of them had 
an irresistible desire to die. In real- 
ity it was not so. The defendants 
were struggling for their lives, but 
they did it not by trying to prove 
their innocence, but by striving to 
carry out the conditions which Sta- 
lin had laid down for them: to slan- 
der themselves and to glorify him

Havin; ask of depicting Trotsky as the organizer 
and leader of the whole “conspiracy,” Stalin had to extend its 
threads from the USSR abroad to Denmark, France and Norway, 
where Trotsky had lived at various times, Unfortunately the state 
prosecutor had been unable to produce for the Moscow trials a sir 
gle line from the cor e which allegedly had been ca) 
on for several yea tsky and the leaders of the con- 
spiracy in the USSR. For that very reason it was extremely impor- 
tant for Stalin to prove that Trotsky had personal meetings with 
members of the conspiracy, who came to him secretly from the 
Soviet Union, With that purpose in mind the NKVD chiefs in- 
structed three defendants—Holtzman, Piatakov and Romm—to 
testify at the trial that each of them had at various times met with 
Trotsky abroad and received directives for the conspiratorial or- 
ganization from him. The testimony of these defendants repre- 
ed the main ammunition of the state prosecutor. Ii could have 
made a big impression if circumstances unforeseen by Stalin had 
not been di: ered abroad which fully exposed Stalin's judicial 
falsifications against ‘Trotsky. 

At the first Moscow trial the defendant Holtzman testified that, 
having arrived in November 1932 on an official mission in Berlin, 
he met secretly with Trotsky’s son, Sedov. Sedov allegedly 5 
ed to Holtzman to go with him to Copenhagen to see ‘Trotsky 

“I agreed,” testified Holtzman at the trial, “but I told him that 
we could not go together for reasons of se y. I arranged with 
Sedov to be in Copenhagen within two or three days, fo put up at 
the Hotel Bristol and meet him there. I went to the hotel straight 
from the station and in the lounge met Sedoy. About 10 a.m. we 
went to Trotsky 

After the 16 defendants, Holtzman included, had been executer 
Stalin and Vishinsky thought, no doubt, that their judicial frame- 
up would never be found out. But they miscalculated. Six days 
after the defendants had been shot, the Social Demolraten, the 
official paper of the Danish government party, published a sensa- 
tional announcement: the Hotel Bristol, in which Holtzman al 
legedly met with Sedov in 1932 and from which both went to 
Trotsky’s apartment, had been demolished in 1917. 

Stalin became infuriated when he was told about the announce- 
ment in the Danish papers that there was no Hotel Bristol in 
Copenhagen. He shouted, “What the devil did you need a hotel 
for! You ought to have said that they met at the railway station 
The railway station is always there!” 

Stalin ordered Yagoda to make a strict inquiry and to report to 
him the names of the NKVD officers, through whose fault the trial 
had been discredited 

The inquiry established the following: 

When the accused Holtzman, after haying been subjected to a 
long period of inquisitorial pressure, finally agreed to put his nar 


to all that was required of him, the organizers of the trial were 
faced with the necessity of selecting a place in Copenhagen where 
Holtzman allegedly met with Trotsky’s son. 

Yezhov decided that the most fitting place for such a “meeting” 
would be a hotel. The name of a hotel in Copenhagen could ‘be 
obtained from the First Division of the Foreign Department, where 
all the reference data about foreign countries were concentrated. 
Molchanoy, chief of the Secret Political Department, who handled 
the technical side of the preparation of the trials, ordered his secre- 
tary to call up the First Division of the Foreign Department and 
ask that they recommend several hotels in Oslo (Norway) and in 
Copenhagen (Denmark), which were ostensibly needed for a group 
of prominent comrades who were leaving for Scandinavia. 

The secretary of Molchanoy did as he was told. Having received 
over the telephone the needed information about the hotels, he 
prepared a typewritten note and handed it to Molchanov. Into that 
note slipped an error: the Copenhagen hotels were mistakenly list- 
ed under the heading “Oslo,” and the Oslo hotels under the head- 
ing “Copenhagen.” From that erroneous list Molchanov had taken 
the name “Bristol,” believing that that hotel was located in Copen- 
hagen, whereas it was really located in Oslo. 

Now I take the reader behind the scenes of the Moscow trials 
and show him, step by step, how they were organized and by what 


means Stalin’s inquisitors were able to transform the outstanding 
leaders of the Revolution into docile performers for his puppet 
show. 

Early in 1936 about 40 NKVD men were summoned for a con- 
ference with Molchanov, chief of the Secret Political Department. 


Molchanov informed them that « vast conspiracy had been uncoy- 
ered and that by order of Yagoda they were released from their 
current duties and attached to the Secret Political Department for 
the purpose of conducting an interrogation of Zinoviev, Kamenev 
and others. Molchanoy pointed out that Stalin himself would 
supervise the investigation and that he would be assisted by a 
member of the Central Committee, N. Yezhov. 

Molchanov warned the investigators in unequivocal terms that

Stalin and the Politburo considered the information against the 
conspirators as absolutely trustworthy and that confessions were 
expected. The whole scheme was worked out in detail by Stalin and 
Yezhov. The practical execution was entrusted to Yagoda. 

According to Stalin’s plan the NKVD was to bring | to Moscow 
from exile and from prison 300 of the best-known former members 
of the Opposition, to give them a severe inquisitorial workover, 
figuring on breaking about 60 of them. With the testimony of 
these broken men the organizers of the trial then intended to 
attack Zinoviev and Kamenevy and force them to confess that they 
directed a conspiracy against Stalin and the Soviet government. 

It was decided to plant among the defendants a number of secret 
agents of the NKV B, vihos task it was to play the part of accom. 
plices during the ion and later in court, and 
to “expose” Zinoviev and Kameney as their chieftains. Valentine 
Olberg, Isak Reingold and Richard Pickel were three of the agents 
selected to play the role of fake defendants. 

Olberg was an old agent of the Foreign Department of the NKVD 
jand there was no need to coerce him. He was told that, irrespective 
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of the verdict of the court, he would be set free and he gi 
responsible job in the Far East. 
Olberg pot his signature to everything that the NKVD consid 


ena 


ered ni -y. He was distinguished neither by cour nor by a 
strong will. Alto he knew | that he was only a fictitious defend- 


ant, the severe atmosphere of the prison in which he was held and 
the hopeless plight of the rest of the prisoners undoubtedly filles 
his heart with timidity. He had reason-to fear that, if he resisted 
Molchanov, he might be transferred from the status of a fictitious 
defendant into a real one. 

The second man whom the NKVD used as a fake defendant was 
Isak Reingold. I had known Reingold since 1926. He was a str 
ping fellow of about 38, with an attractive, energetic face. He 
dressed very well and resembled a nobleman of the prerevolu- 
tionary times. When the chiefs of the NKVD were selecting can- 
didates for the trial, their choice fell on Reingold simply because 
of his personal acquaintance with Kamenev. 

Reingold was arrested. The inquisitors told him that the NKVD. 
was in possession of information that he had been drawn by Kame- 
nev into a terrorist organization. Reingold, however, vehemently 
denied his participation in any conspiracy. Unable to get anything 
out of Reingold. Molchanoy turned him over to a group of inves 
tigators under Chertok, assistant chief of*the Operative Depart- 
ment, an archscoundrel and sadi hertok and his men struggled 
with Reingold for about three weeks. They kept him under con. 
tinuous interrogation for periods of 48 hours, without sleep and 
food; they played on his love for his relatives and finally, in his 
presence, ordered the arrest of his family. When all these inquisi 
torial means were exhausted, Molchanov resorted to the followir 
trick. He left Reingold in peace for several days, then had him 
brought before him in the middle of the night and showed him a 
fake resolution of the Special Council of the NKVD. The paper, 
which had on it the seal of the NKVD, read that Isak Rei 
was sentenced to death by shooting for his participation in the 
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Trotsky-Zinoviev conspiracy and that the members of his family 
were to be exiled to Siberia. 
Reingold broke down. Molchanov advi 


ed him to write a peti- 


tion immediately to Yezhov, a member of the Central Committee, 
requi him to suspend the death sentence and to review his 
case. Reingold accepted. 

On the following night Reingold was again taken to Molchanoy. 


Molchanoy informed him that Yezhov had read the petition and 
ordered the sentence rescinded only if Reingold would agree to 
help the investigators. Now the fate of Reingold med to be in 
his own hands: his refusal to testify against Zinoviev and Kameney 

eant that his death sentence would be automatically carried out; 
sent to give the required testimony meant salvation. But 
old turned out to be aman of a much stronger will than those 
who knew him could have suspected. He answered that he was 
ready to sign under one condition: that a representative of the 
Central Committee tell him that the Party knew him to be inno- 
cent and that he was giving his testimony in the interests of the 
Party.

We try to put out a newspaper for home-town 
Cleveland.
